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Bison spread as Native American tribes 
reclaim stewardship

BADLANDS NATIONAL PARK, S.D. (AP) — 
Perched atop a fence at Badlands Na- 
tional Park, Troy Heinert peered from be- 
neath his wide-brimmed hat into a corral 
where 100 wild bison awaited transfer to 
the Rosebud Indian Reservation. 
Descendants of bison that once roamed 
North America’s Great Plains by the tens 
of millions, the animals would soon thunder 
up a chute, take a truck ride across South 
Dakota and join one of many burgeoning 
herds Heinert has helped reestablish on 
Native American lands. 
Heinert nodded in satisfaction to a park 
service employee as the animals stomped 
their hooves and kicked up dust in the cold 
wind. He took a brief call from Iowa about 
another herd being transferred to tribes 
in Minnesota and Oklahoma, then spoke 
with a fellow trucker about yet more bison 


destined for Wisconsin. 
By nightfall, the last of the American buf- 
falo shipped from Badlands were being 
unloaded at the Rosebud reservation, 
where Heinert also lives. The next day, 
he was on the road back to Badlands to 
load 200 bison for another tribe, the Chey- 
enne River Sioux.”Buffalo, they walk in two 
worlds,” said Heinert, 50. “Are they com- 
mercial or are they wildlife? From the tribal 
perspective, we’ve always deemed them 
as wildlife, or to take it a step further, as a 
relative.” 
Now 82 tribes across the U.S. have more 
than 20,000 bison in 65 herds — and 
that’s been growing along with the de- 
sire among Native Americans to reclaim 
stewardship of an animal their ancestors 
depended upon for millennia.

European settlers destroyed 
that balance, driving bison 
nearly extinct until conser- 
vationists including Teddy 
Roosevelt intervened to re- 


establish a small number of 
herds. 
The long-term dream for 
some Native Americans: re- 
turn bison on a scale rival- 
ing herds that roamed the 
continent in numbers that 


shaped the landscape it- 
self. Heinert, a South Da- 
kota state senator and 
director of the InterTribal 
Buffalo Council, views his 
job more practically: Get 
bison to tribes that want 
them, whether two animals 
or 200. 
“All of these tribes relied 
on them at some point,” 
he said. “Those tribes are 
trying to go back to that, 
reestablishing that connec- 
tion.” 
___ 
Bison 
for 
centuries 
set 
rhythms of life for the La- 
kota and other nomadic 
tribes. Hides for clothing 
and teepees, bones for 
tools and weapons, horns 
for ladles, hair for rope — a 
steady supply of bison was 
fundamental. 
At 
so-called 
“buffalo 


jumps.” herds would be run 
off cliffs, then butchered 
over days and weeks. 
European settlers brought a 
new level of industry to the 
enterprise — and bison kill- 
ing dramatically increased, 
their parts used in machin- 
ery, fertilizer and clothing. 
By 1889, only about 1,000 
remained. 
“We wanted to populate 
the western half of the Unit- 
ed States because there 
were so many people in 
the East,” U.S. Interior Sec- 
retary Deb Haaland, the 
first Native American cabi- 
net member, said in an 
interview. “They wanted 
all of the Indians dead so 
they could take their land 
away.” 
The thinking at the time, 
she added, was “’if we kill 
off the buffalo, the Indians 
will die. They won’t have 
anything to eat.’” 
___ 
The day after the bison 
transfer from the Badlands, 
Heinert’s son T.J. had his 
rifle fixed on a large bull 
bison at the Wolakota Buf- 
falo Range. The tribal en- 
terprise in just two years has 
restored about 1,000 bison 
to 28,000 acres (11,300 
hectares) of rolling, scrub- 
covered hills near the Ne- 
braska-South Dakota bor- 
der. 
The 28-year-old had talked 
all morning about the need 
for a perfect shot in 40- 
mile (64-kilometer) an hour 
winds. The first bullet went 
into the animal’s ear, but 
it lumbered away a cou- 
ple hundred yards to join a 
larger group of bison, with 
the hunter following in an 
all-terrain vehicle. 
After the animal finally 
went down, Heinert drove 
up close, put the rifle be- 
hind its ear for a shot that 
stopped its thrashing. 
“We got him down,” he 
said. “That’s all that mat- 
ters.” 
____ 
The Rosebud Sioux are in- 
tent on expanding the res- 
ervation’s herds as a reli- 
able food source. 
Others have grander vi- 
sions: The Blackfeet in Mon- 
tana and tribes in Alberta 
want to establish a “trans- 
boundary herd” ranging 
over the Canada border 


near Glacier National Park. 
Other tribes propose a “buf- 
falo commons” on federal 
lands in central Montana 
where the region’s tribes 
could harvest animals. 
“What would it look like 
to have 30 million buffalo 
in North America again?” 
said Cristina Mormorunni, a 
Métis Indian who’s worked 
with the Blackfeet to re- 
store bison. 
Haaland said there’s no 
going 
back 
completely 
— too many fences and 
houses. But her agency 
has emerged as a primary 
bison source, transferring 
more than 20,000 to tribes 
and 
tribal 
organizations 
over 20 years. 
Transfers sometimes draw 
objections 
from 
cattle 
ranchers who worry bison 
carry disease and com- 
pete for grass. Yet demand 
from the tribes is grow- 
ing, and Haaland said the 
transfers will continue. That 
includes about 1,000 bi- 
son trucked this year from 
Badlands, Grand Canyon 
National Park and several 
national wildlife refuges. 
____ 
Back at Wolakota range, 
Heinert sprinkled chewing 
tobacco along the back 
of the bison he’d just shot 
and prayed. Then the half- 
ton animal was hoisted 
onto a flatbed truck for 
the bouncy ride to ranch 
headquarters. 
About 20 adults and chil- 
dren gathered as the bison 
was lowered onto a tarp. 
“This relative gave of itself 
to us, for our livelihood, our 
way or life,” said tribal elder 
Duane Hollow Horn Bear. 
Soon the tarp was covered 
with bloody footprints from 
people 
butchering 
the 
animal. They quartered it, 
sawing through bone, then 
sliced meat from the legs, 
rump, and the animal’s 
huge hump. Children, some 
only 6, were given knives to 
cut away skin and fat. 
Katrina Fuller, who helped 
guide 
the 
butchering, 
dreams of training oth- 
ers so the reservation’s 20 
communities 
can 
come 
to Wolakota for their own 
harvest. “Maybe not now, 
but in my lifetime,” she 
said. “That’s what I want for 
everyone.”q

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Joe Biden continued 
a 75-year tradition Mon- 
day and pardoned a pair 
of 
Thanksgiving 
turkeys 
named after his favorite 
flavor of ice cream while 
cracking jokes about his 
political 
party’s 
better- 
than-expected 
perfor- 
mance in this month’s mid- 
term elections. 
“The votes are in, they’ve 
been counted and veri- 
fied,” Biden said as he wel- 
comed 
Chocolate 
and 
Chip before hundreds of 
people gathered on the 
South Lawn in unseason- 
ably cold weather. “There’s 
no ballot stuffing. There’s 
no fowl play. The only red 
wave this season’s gonna 
be if German Shepard 
Commander knocks over 
the cranberry sauce on our 
table.” Commander is his 
dog. 
Chocolate and Chip, each 
weighing nearly 50 pounds 
(22.68 
kilograms), 
were 
driven up from North Caro- 
lina on Saturday and were 
checked into a room at 
the Willard hotel near the 
White House to await their 
visit with the president and 
his declaration of their free- 
dom. 
The combination of choco- 


late and chip is Biden’s fa- 
vorite flavor of ice cream. 
The president joked at the 
event that “we could have 
named them Chips and 
Science,” after the $280 bil- 
lion CHIPS and Science Act 
that 
Biden 
championed 
and signed into law this 
year. 
Before 
the 
ceremony, 
Biden’s son Hunter Biden 
brought his toddler son, 
Beau, who is almost 3, out- 
side to see the turkeys. 
Both 
gobblers 
were 
hatched in July in Monroe, 


North Carolina, according 
to the National Turkey Fed- 
eration, sponsor of the tur- 
key tradition, which dates 
to 1947 and President Harry 
Truman. 
The burst of holiday activ- 
ity at the White House fol- 
lowed a busy weekend 
personally for Biden and his 
family, along with midterm 
elections that saw the pres- 
ident’s Democratic Party 
perform well enough to 
defy historical trends that 
forecast huge losses. Dem- 
ocrats will keep control of 


the Senate and, although 
Republicans will control the 
House when a new Con- 
gress is seated in January, 
Democrats did keep GOP 
gains in that chamber to a 
minimum. 
The official White House 
Christmas tree also was be- 
ing delivered on Monday 
and the Bidens planned to 
help serve a Thanksgiving- 
style dinner on a North Car- 
olina Marine Corps base. 
Biden and his wife, Jill, were 
scheduled to leave Wash- 
ington on Tuesday to con- 


tinue their family tradition of 
spending the Thanksgiving 
holiday on the Massachu- 
setts island of Nantucket. 
They hosted the wedding 
of 
their 
granddaughter, 
Naomi Biden, at the White 
House on Saturday, fol- 
lowed by a family brunch 
on Sunday for the presi- 
dent’s 80th birthday. 
Humor aside, the president 
ended Monday’s event on 
a serious note, encourag- 
ing people to get their CO- 
VID-19 vaccines to ensure 
a healthy holiday season. 
He also encouraged Amer- 
icans to reflect and “be 
grateful for what we have.” 
“This is a special time in the 
greatest nation on Earth 
so let’s be thankful,” Biden 
said. Chocolate, and an 
alternate 
turkey, 
Chip, 
were set to live the rest of 
their lives on the campus 
of North Carolina State Uni- 
versity. Jill Biden was doing 
her part to help usher in the 
holidays by accepting de- 
livery of the official White 
House Christmas tree. 
The 18 foot- (5.5 meters) 
-tall Concolor fir grown on 
a farm in Pennsylvania, the 
state where the first lady 
grew up, will fill up the Blue 
Room after a chandelier 
is temporarily removed so 
the tree can be anchored 
in place for safety.q

ATLANTA (AP) — Georgia is 
appealing a judge’s ruling 
that allows counties to of- 
fer early voting this coming 
Saturday in the U.S. Senate 
runoff election between 
Democratic Sen. Raphael 
Warnock and Republican 
Herschel Walker. 
Warnock’s 
campaign, 
along with the Democrat- 
ic Party of Georgia and 
the Democratic Senato- 
rial Campaign Committee, 
sued the state last week, 
arguing that early voting 
should be allowed that 
day. They were challeng- 
ing guidance from Repub- 
lican Secretary of State 
Brad 
Raffensperger 
that 
said state law doesn’t allow 


early voting on a Saturday 
if there is a holiday on the 
Thursday or Friday preced- 
ing it. 
Thursday is Thanksgiving, 
and Friday is a state holi- 
day. The Saturday following 
those two holidays, Nov. 
26, is the only possibility for 
Saturday 
voting 
before 
next month’s Senate runoff 
election between Warnock 
and Walker. 
Fulton 
County 
Superior 
Court Judge Thomas Cox 
on Friday issued an order 
siding with the Warnock 
campaign and the Demo- 
cratic groups. He found 
that the law cited by the 
state regarding Saturday 
voting after a holiday does 
not apply to a runoff elec- 
tion. 


Lawyers for the state on 
Monday filed an appeal 
with the Georgia Court of 
Appeals. They asked the 
court to immediately stay 
the lower court ruling. 
They argue in a court filing 
that the ruling was errone- 
ous for procedural rea- 
sons but also that Cox was 
wrong to consider the run- 
off a separate type of elec- 
tion rather than a continua- 
tion of the general election. 
Warnock and Walker, a for- 
mer football player, were 
forced into a Dec. 6 run- 
off because neither won 
a majority in the midterm 
election this month. 
Georgia’s 
2021 
election 
law compressed the time 
period between the gen- 
eral election and the runoff 


to four weeks, and Thanks- 
giving falls in the middle. 
Many Georgians will be of- 


fered only five weekdays of 
early in-person voting be- 
ginning Nov. 28.q

Georgia appeals ruling on Saturday early voting for runoff

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Biden 
administration 
on 
Monday announced pre- 
liminary approval to spend 
up to $1.1 billion to help 
keep California’s last oper- 
ating nuclear power plant 
running, even as officials 
turned down a request 
for financial aid to restart 
a closed nuclear plant in 
Michigan. 
The 
Energy 
Department 
said it was creating a path 
forward for the Diablo Can- 
yon Power Plant on Califor- 
nia’s central coast to re- 
main open, with final terms 
to be negotiated and final- 
ized. The plant, which had 
been scheduled to close 
by 2025, was chosen in the 
first round of funding for the 
administration’s new civil 
nuclear 
credit 
program, 
intended to bail out finan- 
cially distressed owners or 
operators of nuclear pow- 
er reactors. The program 
is part of Biden’s effort to 
cut planet-warming green- 
house gas emissions in half 
by 2030, compared with 
2005 levels. 
“This is a critical step toward 
ensuring that our domestic 
nuclear fleet will continue 
providing reliable and af- 
fordable power to Ameri- 
cans as the nation’s largest 
source of clean electricity,” 


Energy Secretary Jennifer 
Granholm said in a state- 
ment. Approval of the fund- 
ing came as the Energy 
Department turned down 
a request by the Palisades 
nuclear plant for funding 
to restart operations. The 
plant along Lake Michigan 
was shut down last spring 
after generating electric- 
ity for more than 50 years. 
Granholm served two terms 
as Michigan governor be- 
fore becoming Energy sec- 
retary. 
A 
spokeswoman 
said Monday that Gran- 
holm’s tenure as governor 
played no role in the deci- 
sion on the Palisades plant. 
Michigan’s 
Democratic 
Gov. 
Gretchen 
Whitmer 


had brought together a 
coalition to develop a plan 
that would have reopened 
a non-operational nuclear 
plant for the first time in U.S. 
history. Despite the tem- 
porary setback, Whitmer 
“will continue competing 
to bring home transforma- 
tional 
projects 
creating 
thousands of good-paying 
jobs to our state in autos, 
chips, batteries, and clean 
energy,’’ said spokesman 
Bobby Leddy. 
Palisades owner Holtec In- 
ternational said they fully 
understood that attempt- 
ing to restart a shuttered 
nuclear plant would be 
both a challenge and a first 
for the nuclear industry. 


The Biden administration 
launched the $6 billion ef- 
fort in April to rescue nu- 
clear power plants at risk 
of closing, citing the need 
to continue nuclear energy 
as a carbon-free source 
of power that helps to 
combat climate change. 
Nuclear 
power 
provides 
about 20% of electricity in 
the U.S., or about half the 
nation’s carbon-free en- 
ergy. The bailout program 
is the largest federal invest- 
ment in saving financially 
distressed nuclear reactors. 
Most U.S. nuclear plants 
were built between 1970 
and 1990, and costs to op- 
erate the aging fleet are 
increasing. There are 53 


commercial nuclear power 
plants with 92 nuclear reac- 
tors in 28 U.S. states. 
PG&E, which operates Dia- 
blo Canyon, said the fed- 
eral funds would be used 
to pay back a loan from 
the state of California to 
support extending opera- 
tions at the plant and lower 
costs for customers. PG&E 
spokesperson 
Suzanne 
Hosn said there are still ad- 
ditional federal and state 
approvals required to re- 
new the plant’s license and 
to operate past 2025. 
PG&E is taking actions to 
seek re-licensing while also 
continuing to plan for the 
eventual 
decommission- 
ing of the plant, Hosn said. 
The seaside plant located 
midway between Los An- 
geles and San Francisco 
produces 9% of the state’s 
electricity. California Gov. 
Gavin Newsom has said 
continued operation of Di- 
ablo Canyon beyond 2025 
is “critical to ensure state- 
wide energy system reli- 
ability” as climate change 
stresses the energy system. 
Newsom signed legislation 
in September to open the 
way for the plant to oper- 
ate for an additional five 
years, a move he said was 
needed to ward off pos- 
sible blackouts as the state 
transitions to solar, wind 
and other renewable en- 
ergy sources. q

Feds offer $1B to keep California’s last nuclear plant open 


BUFFALO, N.Y. (AP) — Presi- 
dent Joe Biden is sending 
federal aid to western New 
York to help state and lo- 
cal authorities clean up 
from the massive storm 
that dumped as much as 6 
feet (1.8 meters) of snow in 
western and northern New 
York, the White House an- 
nounced Monday. 
The emergency declara- 
tion authorizes the Depart- 
ment of Homeland Security 
and the Federal Emergen- 
cy Management Agency 
to coordinate disaster relief 
in 11 counties hit by the the 
lake-effect snowstorm Fri- 
day and Saturday. 
New York Gov. Kathy Ho- 
chul thanked Biden for 


granting her request for 
emergency aid, and add- 
ed in a news release, “My 


team and I will continue 
working around the clock 
to keep everyone safe, 


help communities dig out, 
and secure every last dollar 
to help rebuild and recover 
from this unprecedented, 
record-shattering 
historic 
winter storm.” 
The National Weather Ser- 
vice recorded 77 inches 
(196 centimeters) by Satur- 
day in Orchard Park, home 
to the NFL’s Buffalo Bills, 
and 72 inches (183 centi- 
meters) in Natural Bridge, 
a hamlet near Watertown 
off the eastern end of Lake 
Ontario. The storm forced 
the Bills to move Sunday’s 
game against the Cleve- 
land Browns to Detroit. The 
Bills won 31-23. 
More snow fell overnight 
Sunday in some areas, but 


it stopped by daybreak 
Monday. “We are finally 
dry,” weather service me- 
teorologist 
Liz 
Jurkowski 
said. A driving ban had 
been lifted for most ar- 
eas affected by the storm 
by Monday morning, but 
schools remained closed in 
Buffalo and nearby towns. 
The snowstorm was at least 
the worst in New York state 
since 
November 
2014, 
when some communities 
south of Buffalo were hit 
with 7 feet (2.13 meters) 
of snow over the course of 
three days. 
Jurkowski 
said 
snow- 
fall totals for this storm 
were still being tabulated 
Monday.q

Biden sending federal aid as N.Y. digs out from huge snowstorm 
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DJERBA, Tunisia (AP) — 
Canada has expanded its 
economic sanctions freez- 
ing the Canadian assets 
of Haitian political elites to 
include former president 
Michel Martelly and former 
prime ministers Laurent La- 
mothe and Jean-Henry Cé- 
ant. 
Foreign Affairs Minister Mé- 
lanie Joly accused the trio 
this weekend of helping 
gangs undermine Haiti’s 
current government and 
called 
on 
international 
partners to follow Cana- 
da’s lead. She made the 
announcement at a two- 
day Francophonie summit 
in Tunisia. 


The Caribbean country is 
paralyzed by gang war- 
fare. 
“Our goal is to make sure 
that these people that are 
profiting from the violence, 
that are part of a corrupt- 
ed system, are facing ac- 
countability,” she said. 
Haitian Foreign Affairs Min- 
ister Jean Victor Généus 
said the new sanctions 
put real consequences on 
those causing a “night- 
mare” in his country. 
“These sanctions will have 
a dissuasive impact,” he 
said in French, while seated 
Saturday between Prime 
Minister Justin Trudeau and 
Joly. 
Haiti’s 
government 


has asked for an interna- 
tional military intervention 
to combat gangs who 
have strangled access to 
fuel and critical supplies in 
the middle of the outbreak. 
Canadian military interven- 
tion in Haiti can’t happen 
unless all political parties in 
the troubled nation agree 
to it, Trudeau said Sunday. 
The country is seeing rising 
violence and increasingly 
brazen attacks by Haitian 
gangs that have grown 
more powerful since the 
July 2021 assassination of 
President Jovenel Moïse. 
The chaos has spurred on 
a huge migratory exodus 
from the island.q

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
North Korea’s foreign min- 
ister called U.N. Secretary- 
General Antonio Guterres 
“a puppet of the United 
States” as she slammed the 
U.N. chief for joining U.S.- 
led condemnation of the 
North’s recent interconti- 
nental ballistic missile test. 
U.N. 
Secretary-General 
Antonio Guterres earlier is- 
sued a statement strongly 
condemning North Korea’s 
ICBM launch on Friday and 
reiterating his call on the 
North to “to immediately 
desist from taking any fur- 
ther provocative actions.” 
Guterres’s statement came 
after the United States and 
other countries issued simi- 
lar criticism of the North’s 
ICBM test that showed an 
potential to strike anywhere 
in the continental U.S. 
“I often take the U.N. sec- 
retary-general for a mem- 
ber of the U.S. White House 
or its State Department,” 
North Korean Foreign Minis- 
ter Choe Son Hui said in a 
statement carried by state 
media. “I express my strong 
regret over the fact that the 
U.N. secretary-general has 
taken a very deplorable at- 
titude, oblivious of the pur- 
pose and principles of the 
U.N. Charter and its proper 
mission which is to maintain 
impartiality, objectivity and 
equity in all matters.” 


Choe accused Guterres of 
overlooking the U.S. and 
its allies taking the North’s 
ICBM test to the U.N. Securi- 
ty Council, saying that “This 
clearly proves that he is a 
puppet of the U.S.” 
The U.N. Security Council 
scheduled an emergency 
meeting for Monday morn- 
ing on North Korea’s ICBM 
launch at Japan’s request. 
But it’s unclear if it can im- 
pose new economic sanc- 
tions on North Korea be- 
cause China and Russia, 
two of the council’s veto- 
wielding members, have 
opposed the previous U.S. 


and its allies’ moves to 
toughen sanctions on the 
North over its banned tests 
of ballistic missiles earlier this 
year. On Sunday, top diplo- 
mats from the world’s major 
industrialized democracies 
issued a joint statement 
calling for strong steps by 
the U.N. Security Council in 
reaction to the North Kore- 
an missile launch. 
“(North 
Korea’s) 
actions 
demand a united and ro- 
bust response by the in- 
ternational 
community, 
including the need for fur- 
ther significant measures to 
be taken by the U.N. Secu- 


rity Council,” said the state- 
ment by foreign ministers 
from the Group of Seven 
nations Canada, France, 
Germany, Italy, Japan, the 
United Kingdom and the 
United States. 
Friday’s ICBM launch was 
the latest in North Korea’s 
ongoing torrid run of missile 
tests that experts say are 
meant to boost its nuclear 
capability and increase its 
leverage in future diplo- 
macy. 
North Korea said leader Kim 
Jong Un observed Friday’s 
launch of its Hwasong-17 
missile and called it anoth- 


er “reliable and maximum- 
capacity” weapon to con- 
tain U.S. military threats. 
Some experts say the Hwa- 
song-17 is still under devel- 
opment but it’s the North’s 
longest-range missile and is 
designed to carry several 
nuclear warheads to over- 
come U.S. missile defense 
systems. 
North Korea has argued its 
testing activities are a warn- 
ing to the United States and 
South Korea over their se- 
ries of military drills that the 
North believes were an in- 
vasion rehearsal. Washing- 
ton and Seoul have main- 
tained their exercises are 
defensive in nature. 
In her statement Monday, 
Choe again defended her 
country’s missile tests, call- 
ing them “legitimate and 
just exercise of the right 
to 
self-defense” 
against 
“provocative nuclear war 
rehearsals” by the United 
States and its allies.

SHKODER, Albania (AP) — 
Torrential rains in the Bal- 
kans over the past two days 
led to floods that killed at 
least six people, prompted 


widespread 
evacuations 
and 
caused 
significant 
damage, authorities said 
Monday. 
One of the most impacted 
areas was in northwestern 
Albania, where thousands 
of acres of agricultural land 


and hundreds of homes 
were flooded. Authorities 
evacuated scores of fami- 
lies amid power outages. 
Early Monday, police div- 
ers found the bodies of two 
missing men, a father and 
son whose car was washed 
away Sunday in the village 
of Boge, some 150 kilome- 
ters (90 miles) north of the 
capital Tirana. 
Swollen rivers in Monte- 
negro and parts of Serbia 
claimed four lives over the 
weekend. A woman and 
her two children drowned 
in Montenegro when their 
car plunged into a river as it 
was going over a bridge. In 
southern Serbia, a 2-year- 
old boy drowned after fall- 
ing into a river. 
Authorities in the south- 
ern Serbian region of Ras- 
ka proclaimed a state of 


emergency 
because 
of 
the heavy flooding and the 
army was deployed to help 
the local population with 
evacuations and deliveries 
of drinking water and food. 
Torrential rain of up to 400 
millimeters (14 inches) in 12 
hours on Sunday caused 
the Drini River, the longest 
in Albania, to overflow its 
banks by at least 10 centi- 
meters (4 inches), accord- 
ing to the authorities. 
At least 3,000 hectares 
(7,500 acres) of agricultural 
land was flooded in Shkod- 
er and Lezhe districts, some 
100 kilometers (60 miles) 
northwest of Tirana. 
Hundreds of army troops 
were sent to evacuate 
families after more than 600 
homes were flooded. 
“Shkoder is at the moment 
isolated from the rest of the 


country,” said Mayor Bardh 
Spahia. 
Farmers, who have repeat- 
edly suffered from floods 
in the post-communist era, 
voiced despair at their 
losses, which included live- 
stock, and asked the gov- 
ernment to help. 
“We 
need 
government 
assistance because dam- 
age from flooding is very, 
very grave,” said Lina Zefi, 
60, in Kuc village, less than 
10 kilometers (6 miles) from 
Shkoder. The historic 18th 
century Lead Mosque in 
Shkoder was also under 
water after suffering dam- 
age from past floods.

also 
affected 
areas in western Kosovo, 
causing 
some 
damage 
to buildings and school 
closures but no reported 
casualties.q

CIANJUR, Indonesia (AP) 
— A powerful earthquake 
killed at least 162 people 
and injured hundreds on 
Indonesia’s main island on 
Monday. Terrified residents 
fled into the street, some 
covered in blood and de- 
bris. 
Many of the dead were 
public-school students who 
had finished their classes 
for the day and were tak- 
ing extra lessons at several 
Islamic schools when they 
collapsed, West Java Gov- 
ernor Ridwan Kamil said as 
he announced the new 
death toll in the remote, ru- 
ral area. 
The toll is expected to rise 
further, but no estimates 
were immediately avail- 
able because of the area’s 
far-flung, rural population. 
Roughly 
175,000 
people 
live in the town of Cianjur, 
part of a mountainous dis- 
trict of the same name with 
more than 2.5 million peo- 
ple. Known for their piety, 
the people of Cianjur live 
mostly in towns of one- and 
two-story buildings and in 
smaller homes in the sur- 
rounding countryside. 
Kamil said that more than 


13,000 
people 
whose 
homes were heavily dam- 
aged were taken to evac- 
uation centers. 
Emergency workers treat- 
ed the injured on stretch- 
ers and blankets outside 
hospitals, on terraces and 
in parking lots in the Cianjur 
region, about three hours 
drive 
from 
the 
capital, 
Java. The injured, includ- 
ing children, were given 
oxygen masks and IV lines. 


Some were resuscitated. 
“I fainted. It was very 
strong,” said Hasan, a con- 
struction worker who, like 
many 
Indonesians, 
uses 
one name. “I saw my friends 
running to escape from the 
building. But it was too late 
to get out and I was hit by 
the wall.” Residents, some 
crying and holding their 
children, 
fled 
damaged 
homes after the magnitude 
5.6 quake shook the region 


in West Java province in 
the late afternoon, at a 
depth of 10 kilometers (6.2 
miles). It also caused panic 
in the greater Jakarta area, 
where high-rises swayed 
and some people evacu- 
ated. In many homes in 
Cianjur, chunks of concrete 
and roof tiles fell inside bed- 
rooms. 
Shopkeeper Dewi Risma 
was working with custom- 
ers when the quake hit, 


and she ran for the exit. 
“The vehicles on the road 
stopped 
because 
the 
quake was very strong,” 
she said. “I felt it shook 
three times, but the first 
one was the strongest one 
for around 10 seconds. The 
roof of the shop next to 
the store I work in had col- 
lapsed, and people said 
two had been hit.” 
Twenty-five people were 
still stuck buried in the debris 
in Cijedil village, National 
Disaster Mitigation Agency 
spokesman Abdul Muhari 
said earlier in the day. 
Indonesia’s 
Meteorology, 
Climatology, 
and 
Geo- 
physical Agency recorded 
at least 25 aftershocks. 
“The quake felt so strong. 
My colleagues and I de- 
cided to get out of our of- 
fice on the ninth floor using 
the emergency stairs,” said 
Vidi Primadhania, a worker 
in the capital, where many 
residents ran into the streets 
and others hid under desks. 
The country of more than 
270 million people is fre- 
quently struck by earth- 
quakes, volcanic eruptions 
and tsunamis because of 
its location on the “Ring of 
Fire,” an arc of volcanoes 
and fault lines in the Pacific 
Basin. q

NOORD - It is hard to imag- 
ine this happening today, 
but 
years 
ago 
people 
dumped all kinds of refuse 
straight into the ocean, 
including old cars, and 
their household garbage, 
which of course included 
lots of glass. Over the next 
30 
years 
the 
pounding 
waves cleaned the beach, 
by breaking down every- 
thing but glass and pot- 
tery. The pounding waves 
washed the trash up and 
down, back and forth. Tons 
of polished, broken glass 
pieces were created by 
the pounding surf. These 
smoothened, colored glass 
particles then settled along 
the sea shore in millions, 
and that is why you can 
find these beautiful and 
colorful pieces on the north 
shore beaches of Aruba. 


Especially on the strip on 
white sand between the fa- 
mous Natural Bridge” and 
the huge red anchor close 
to “Grapefield” beach you 
will be able to find your own 
pieces of sea glass. The sea 
glass that was created is 
the product of a very long 


and interesting process. It 
can take anywhere from 
10 to 30 years to make sea 
glass. The name for any 
piece of glass that finds its 
way to the ocean and tum- 
bles around in the water 
long enough is “Sea glass. 


The colorful pieces of glass 
are being used for decora- 
tion, handcrafts and jew- 
elry! 
Once glass makes its way 
into the ocean, the glass is 
broken up into shards and is 
tumbled around in the wa- 
ter, where sand and other 
rocks act like sandpaper to 
smooth out its rough edges. 
Sometimes as the sea glass 
is passed through fire, it be- 
comes fire glass, the rarest 
of sea glass with certain 
inclusions, just like precious 
gems. 


For years, the water beat 
against the different kinds 
of trash being dumped. 
Glass, 
household 
appli- 
ances and even motor 
parts were discarded on 
the beach. The waves and 
weather conditions wore 
down the overwhelming 
amount of garbage in the 
water, creating millions of 
beautiful smooth rocks. 


It’s hard to believe the 
short-sighted mistakes we 
were making that could 
have 
potentially 
ruined 


these beautiful beaches. 
But thanks to natural pro- 
cesses, the ocean trans- 
formed the trash into the 
sea glass. 
Each colored gem on the 
beach has its own story. 


The ruby red glass stones 
are typically from old car 
tail-lights. 


Then, the sapphire rocks 
are the remnants of bro- 
ken apothecary bottles. 
The most common and 
the easiest to find are the 
brown 
(Amstel 
& 
Polar 
beer), 
green 
(Heineken 
& Balashi beer) and clear 
glass which are the soft 
much loved “soft drink” 
bottles. 


If you like to see the sea 
glass for yourself, and be 
in awe of the power of na- 
ture, rent a car or jeep and 
go explore our deserted 
beaches on the north side 
of the island. Make it a fun 
family day! 
Even if we didn’t mean to 
pollute the Beaches how 
we did, it is inspiring to see 
just how the earth can cor- 
rect our mistakes.

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Consumer Price Index, base period June 2019 October 2022 


The Central Bureau of Sta- 
tistics presents the most 
important findings for the 
Consumer Price Index (CPI) 
for the month of October 
2022. 


Consumer Price Index for 
the month of October 2022 


The CPI for October 2022 is 
106.30, an increase of 0.1% 
compared to the index of 
September 2022 (106.20) 
and accumulating an in- 
crease of 5.7% up to and 
including October of this 
year. 


The percentage change of 
the CPI over the last twelve 
(12) months (October 2021 
to October 2022) is 7.0, an 
increase of 4.6 percentage 
points (ppts) compared to 
the percentage change 
for the same period of last 
year (2.4%). 


The period average (last 
24 
months) 
percentage 


change of the CPI for the 
periods October 2020 to 
October 2021 and Octo- 
ber 2021 to October 2022 
is 5.1%, an increase of 5.4 
ppts compared to the pe- 
riod average percentage 
change over the periods 
October 2019 to October 
2020 and October 2020 to 
October 2021 (-0.3%). 


During this month, four (4) of 
the twelve (12) sectors reg- 
istered increases in prices. 
The increases that had the 
greatest influence on the 
CPI were registered for the 
“Recreation and culture” 
(2.8%) 
and 
“Household 
operation” (2.8%) sectors, 
which contributed with an 
effect of 0.26 and 0.25 ppts, 
respectively. The increases 
in the remaining sectors 
had an effect of 0.12 ppts 
on the CPI of October 2022. 
Aforementioned increases 
were partially offset mainly 
by decreases in the indices 
for the “Transport” (-1.6%) 


and “Clothing and foot- 
wear” (-5.8%) sectors, caus- 
ing an effect of -0.23 and 
-0.15 ppts, respectively. The 
decreases in the remain- 
ing sectors had an effect 
of -0.16 ppts on the CPI of 
October 2022. 


The increase in the “Rec- 
reation and culture” sec- 
tor was mainly due to an 
increase in the category 
“Holidays” (11.6%), which 
contributed to an effect of 
0.30 ppts. The increase in 
the “Household operation” 
sector was mainly due to 
an increase of 21.9% in the 
category 
“Furniture, 
fur- 
nishings, carpets and oth- 
er floor coverings”, which 
contributed to an effect of 
0.20 ppts. 


The decrease in the “Trans- 
port” sector was mainly 
due to a decrease in the 
category 
“Operation 
of 
personal transport equip- 
ment” (-2.6%), which con- 


tributed to an effect of 
-0.22 ppts. The decrease 
in the “Clothing and foot- 
wear” sector was mainly 
due to a decrease of 6.6% 
in the category “Clothing”, 
which contributed to an ef- 
fect of -0.13 ppts. 


Consumption basket 
The consumption basket 
of the CPI consists of 408 
goods and services. Com- 
pared to September 2022, 
49.0% of these products 
had an increase in price, 
causing an effect of 1.14 
ppts, while 32.8% showed 
a decrease, contributing to 
an effect of -1.05 ppts and 
the remaining 18.1% had 
no change in price. The 
prices of goods decreased 
by 0.3% and caused an in- 
fluence of -0.20 ppts. The 
prices of services increased 
by 0.7% and had an influ- 
ence of 0.29 ppts on the 
CPI of October 2022. 


Core inflation 
The CPIC (core inflation) 
- CPI excluding the effect 
of energy and food – was 
2.9% in October 2022. The 
energy index - which con- 
sists of the products: elec- 
tricity, water, gasoline and 
diesel – was 12.8%. The 
food index showed an in- 
crease of 9.0%. 


Subsistence level 
The subsistence level for 
a household consisting of 
two (2) adults and two (2) 
children (aged 0-14 years) 
in October 2022 is Afl. 5,311, 
an increase of Afl. 457 com- 
pared to October 2021 (Afl. 
4,854). The subsistence level 
for a single adult household 


is Afl. 2,529, an increase of 
Afl. 218 compared to Octo- 
ber 2021 (Afl. 2,311). 


Change in prices of crude 
oil, utilities, gasoline and 
diesel in October 2022 


The prices of utilities (elec- 
tricity and water), gaso- 
line and diesel are for the 
greater part determined 
by international crude oil 
prices. In October 2022 the 
average price per barrel of 
crude oil (US$ 87.61) had an 
increase of US$ 2.24 (2.6%) 
compared to September

In October 2022 the price 
of gasoline registered a de- 
crease of Afl. 13.10 cents 
(-4.9%) and had an effect 
of -0.25 ppts on the CPI. The 
price of diesel registered a 
decrease of Afl. 10.50 cents 
(-3.9%) and had an effect 
of -0.02 ppt on the CPI of 
October 2022. 


In October 2022, utilities, 
gasoline and diesel as a 
group showed a decrease 
in price of 1.5% compared 
to September 2022, and 
had an influence of -0.27 
ppts on the CPI, while the 
remaining 404 goods and 
services, as a group, show 
an increase of 0.4% and 
had an effect of 0.36 ppts 
on the CPI.

The “Food & catering ser- 
vices” index showed an in- 
crease of 0.7% in October 
2022, after an increase of 
0.5% in September 2022.

to sustain you. That starts 
with 
knowing 
precisely 
what you’re spending to- 
day and estimating what 
your expenses will be dur- 
ing your break. Some costs 
might decline, such as 
commuting or child care. 
But you also might have 
new costs, including higher 
health insurance premiums 
if your current coverage is 
employer-subsidized. 
Once you calculate how 
much you need to save, 
consider adding a fudge 
factor equal to two or 
three months’ worth of 
expenses in case it takes 
longer than expected to 
land your next job, Hoang 
suggests. One of Hoang’s 
friends didn’t do that, and 
wound up raiding his 401(k) 
to pay the bills.

Their 
spouse paid the bills as 
Clark used remaining sav- 
ings to pay tuition and oth- 
er costs to get their finan- 
cial planning credential. 
Clark says that careful 
tracking of expenses and 
thoughtful budgeting not 
only helped make their 
savings last, but it also alle- 
viated some of the stress of 
Clark being without a pay- 
check. 
“There are always surprises, 
but it’s good to try and 
minimize them, or at least 
minimize impact on your 
finances,” Clark says. 
MAKE A PLAN FOR YOUR 
TIME 
You may feel you need a 
break from strict schedules, 
but having no plan means 
you could waste this pre- 
cious time you prepared 
and saved for. 
Hoang has another cau- 
tionary tale from a client 
who started his break with 
a strong desire to change 
careers and spend more 
time with his young chil- 
dren. His days quickly filled 
up with parenting duties, 
and he never made time 
to explore other jobs, Ho- 
ang says. When his sav- 
ings ran out, he ended up 
going back into his same 
field.q

(AP) — NASA’s Orion cap- 
sule reached the moon 
Monday, whipping around 
the far side and buzzing 
the lunar surface on its way 
to a record-breaking orbit 
with test dummies sitting in 
for astronauts. 
It’s the first time a capsule 
has visited the moon since 
NASA’s Apollo program 50 
years ago, and represents 
a huge milestone in the 
$4.1 billion test flight that 
began last Wednesday. 
The close approach of 81 
miles (130 kilometers) oc- 
curred as the crew cap- 
sule and its three wired-up 
dummies were on the far 
side of the moon. Because 
of a half-hour communica- 
tion blackout, flight con- 
trollers in Houston did not 
know if the critical engine 
firing went well until the 
capsule 
emerged 
from 
behind the moon, 232,000 
miles (370,000 kilometers) 
from Earth. 
The 
capsule’s 
cameras 
sent back a picture of the 
world a tiny blue orb sur- 
rounded by blackness. 
“Our pale blue dot and its 
8 billion human inhabitants 
now coming into view,”

There must be something 
about actor Glen Powell 
that casting directors asso- 
ciate with the heavens. 
He’s played astronaut John 
Glenn in “Hidden Figures,” 
voiced a NASA official in 
the animated film “Apollo 
10 1⁄2” and has two roles 
this year as a hotshot Navy 
aviator. 
Here he is in “Devotion,” 
kicking off the movie with 
an entrance that’s pure 
cocksure, smirking golden 
boy, a replay of his earlier 
role as Jake “Hangman” 
Seresin in “Top Gun: Mav- 
erick.” 
But this time the year is 1950, 
and Powell’s swaggering Lt. 
Tom Hudner is not the hero. 
The real star of “Devotion” 
is Ensign Jesse Brown, the 
first African American to 
complete Navy flight train- 
ing. He’s played superbly 
and deeply by Jonathan 
Majors. So why is Powell so 
front and center? 
The film is perhaps not what 
you were expecting. It is 
not an action thrill ride, a 
“Top Gun” set in Korea. 
There is no “Highway to the 
Danger Zone.” It is, rather, a 
quiet portrait of an airman 
over the course of a year, 
and, to be honest, it’s really 
not so much about him as 
about the notion of allyship. 
Based on the book by the 
same name by Adam Ma- 
kos, “Devotion” is assuredly 
directed by J.D. Dillard, 


who skillfully mixes shots in 
tight quarters with excellent 
aerial combat sequences. 
The script by Jake Crane 
and Jonathan A. H. Stewart 
is a slow-burning affair that 
will have audiences tug- 
ging at the leash. 
It’s not a typical biopic with 
lots of flashbacks. In fact, 
there are none. We meet a 
gruff Brown after he has en- 
dured all manner of racism 
hazed, bullied and forced 
to repeat Navy tests mul- 
tiple times. His command- 
ing officer refused to pin 
his lapel wings at gradua- 
tion. Such experiences he 
reveals in off-hand com- 
ments. He has written ev- 


ery slur and demeaning 
putdown he has been told 
and repeats them in a mir- 
ror for motivation. 
Once Brown returns nightly 
to his wife and baby daugh- 
ter, the grimness dissolves. 
In the domestic sphere, he 
is a dotting father and lov- 
ing husband. The bond he 
shares with wife, Daisy (bet- 
ter than wonderful Chris- 
tina Jackson), is the rock 
hard earth that allows him 
to soar. “Play nice,” his wife 
tells him. 
The rest of the cast includes 
a nifty but small part for Joe 
Jonas, showing lots of char- 
ismatic promise, and Thom- 
as Sadoski as the aviator’s 


commanding officer. He 
plays it like a cool assistant 
professor at night school 
who is likely to turn his seat 
backward during a lecture 
to “rap with the kids.” 
A 
tentative 
friendship 
blooms 
between 
Brown 
and Hudner, who sees in 
the Black airman a striv- 
ing pilot and an admirable 
man. Both long for combat, 
having learned to fly in the 
years after World War II just 
as the Korean conflict is 
heating up. They both learn 
to wrestle with the Vought 
F4U-4 Corsair, a tempera- 
mental fighter aircraft. 
Hudner’s 
fondness 
for 
Brown 
has 
a 
conde- 


scending 
flavor, 
though 
he wouldn’t admit it. The 
white pilot is always ready 
to jump to his Black friend’s 
defense, be it a stare-down 
with intolerant U.S. soldiers 
or fussy French waiters. He’s 
the first to throw a punch, 
even when Brown wasn’t 
looking for violence. “I can 
fight my own fights. Been 
doing it for a long time,” 
Brown tells his wingman. 
And that’s when the film 
gets interesting (although 
things get a little surreal 
when their carrier docks in 
Cannes and the aviators 
somehow meet up with 
Elizabeth Taylor.) This lesson 
of how to be an ally for di- 
versity comes into sharper 
focus as the film progresses. 
It is Hudner who needs to 
evolve his thinking. It is why 
Hudner is so prominent in a 
film about a Black pioneer. 
When a group of Black sail- 
ors who have come out on 
deck to cheer Brown land 
his plane on the carrier ap- 
proach him with a Rolex gift 
to say how proud he makes 
them, one says: “We see 
you.” 
But Hudner also needs to 
see him. Not through white 
savior lenses but as a man. 
“It was never your job to 
save Jesse,” Brown’s wife 
tells him. 
But, ultimately, this is a 
weird way to honor a man 
who would posthumously 
receive the Distinguished 
Flying Cross, the Air Medal 
and the Purple Heart.q

DOHA, Qatar (AP) — Louis 
van Gaal’s gambles at 
both ends of the field paid 
off for the Netherlands. 
Up front, Memphis Depay 
returned from injury as a 
second-half substitute to 
help spark the Dutch at- 
tack into life as the Neth- 
erlands scored two late 
goals to beat Senegal 2-0 
Monday at the World Cup. 
At the back, Netherlands 
goalkeeper Andries Nop- 
pert pulled off three key 
saves to keep the African 
champions at bay after 
Van Gaal decided to give 
him his international debut 
in a World Cup game. 
Cody Gakpo and substi- 
tute Davy Klaasen provid- 
ed the late goals to ensure 
the Dutch team’s winning 


start at its first World Cup 
appearance since 2014. 
Gakpo rose to glance a 
header in from a cross by 
Frenkie de Jong in the 84th 
minute with the team’s first 
effort on target. 
Klaasen added a sec- 
ond right at the end of 
eight minutes of stoppage 
time by slotting in after 
Senegal goalkeeper Ed- 
ouard Mendy only weakly 
blocked a shot from De- 
pay. The orange-shirted 
Dutch fans had been sub- 
dued until the late strikes as 
the Senegalese drums and 
chants were the dominant 
sound from the stands for 
much of the game. But 
Senegal’s main problem 
was 
predictable: 
With- 
out injured forward Sadio 
Mane, it couldn’t convert 
any of its chances. 


Depay, who has only just 
recovered from a ham- 
string injury, was put on 
by Van Gaal with about 
30 minutes to go after the 
veteran coach said the 
day before that he wasn’t 
sure if the Barcelona for- 
ward was ready for action. 
He decided to see if he 
was and Depay respond- 
ed by playing parts in both 
goals.

The best of Noppert’s three 
strong saves came when 
he dived low to deny Sen- 
egal substitute Pape Gu- 
eye when it was 1-0. 


The long injury time it 
stretched out to nearly 
nine minutes was partly 
because of a serious-look- 
ing injury to Senegal cen- 
tral midfielder Cheikhou 
Kouyate, who left on a 


stretcher clutching his right 
thigh. 
Senegal coach Aliou Cisse 
looked on stony-faced in 
the first game since his best 
player was ruled out of the 
tournament.q

Netherlands strikes late to beat Senegal 2-0 at World Cup

Dak Prescott was nearly 
perfect in directing a bal- 
anced, dynamic offense. 
Micah 
Parsons 
again 
wreaked havoc in leading 
a dominant defense. 
Behind Prescott and Par- 
sons, 
Dallas 
dismantled 
Minnesota and put the rest 
of the NFL on notice with a 
convincing 40-3 victory on 
the road Sunday against a 
team that had won seven 
straight games. 
How ‘bout them Cowboys! 
No team owns a more im- 
pressive win this season. 
“This is exactly what I ex- 
pected,” Cowboys safety 
Jayron Kearse said. “We 
knew we were going to 
come in here and knock 
them down. We showed 
them who the tougher 
team is, and it is us. That is 
the type of football that we 
can play week in and week 
out if we continue to stay 
together and do our job.” 
The Cowboys (7-3) are un- 
likely to win the NFC East. 
They trail the Philadelphia 
Eagles (9-1) by two games 
and already lost to them. 
But they proved why they’ll 
be a dangerous team that 
nobody will want to face 
in January following the 
biggest road win in team 
history.“This team has got 
the work ethic. It’s got the 
attitude. They’ve got a 
hard mindset, which you 
have to have,” coach Mike 
McCarthy said. 
The Cowboys have aver- 
aged 28.8 points per game 
in Prescott’s five starts. Tony 
Pollard and Ezekiel Elliott, 
who scored two touch- 
downs apiece against the 
Vikings (8-2), provide a 
strong 1-2 running attack. 
They may end up add- 
ing Odell Beckham Jr. to 
join CeeDee Lamb, giving 
Prescott another weapon. 
“Right now the challenge is 
handling success,” Prescott 
said. “Having a game like 
this in the NFL is tough to 
do. To be able to do that, 
we’ve got to put this behind 
us and know that we’ve 
got to go out there we’re 
as good as our last game. 
We’ve got to turn the page 
and go put another one to- 
gether on Thursday.” 
The Cowboys host the Gi- 


ants (7-3) on Thanksgiving 
in a fight for second place 
in the division. 
For now, the Buffalo Bills 
are the best second-place 
team in the NFL. They re- 
bounded nicely from a 
mistake-filled, overtime loss 
at home to the Vikings with 
a 31-23 victory over Cleve- 
land. Despite a chaotic 
week that saw them forced 
to play a “home” game in 
Detroit because a storm 
dumped several feet of 
snow in western New York, 
the Bills (7-3) got back on 
track against the Browns. 
Josh Allen didn’t turn the 
ball over after a rough 
three-week 
stretch 
and 
the offense scored on all 
five possessions in the sec- 
ond half. “We still don’t feel 
like we played very well, 
but it goes to show you we 
played smart football and 
put up 31 points and didn’t 
play to our standard,” Allen 
said. The Bills may eventual- 
ly surpass Miami (7-3) in the 
AFC East the Dolphins won 
the first matchup and the 
teams meet in Buffalo on 
Dec. 18. Like Dallas, the Bills 
also play Thursday, when 
they face the Lions (4-6). 
The Cincinnati Bengals are 
another 
second-place 
team finding its groove. 
The reigning AFC cham- 
pions beat Pittsburgh 37- 
30 for their fourth win in 
five games. Even without 
Ja’Marr Chase, the Ben- 
gals (6-4) are rolling on of- 
fense. Joe Burrow led the 
way with four TD passes 
and running back Samaje 
Perine set a franchise re- 
cord with three TD catches. 
The Bengals are one game 
behind the Baltimore Ra- 
vens (7-3) in the AFC North. 
The Ravens won in Cincin- 
nati in October and the di- 
vision could be on the line 
when the teams meet in 
Baltimore in Week 18. 
“I think we’re playing as 
good as anybody,” Bur- 
row said. “We’re hitting 
our stride offensively. Still 
left some points out there. 
There’s always room to im- 
prove, obviously.” 
In a season filled with close 
games 
and 
comeback 
wins, the last team standing 
may be one that doesn’t 
finish the regular season in 
first place.q
